Then, he killed the girls, the offi- 
cer said Harl added

Midnight Tonight 
Deadline to File 
1951 Income Tax 


WASHINGTON, 
— Mid- 


night tonight is the deadline for 
filing 1950 income tax returns, but 
it's pretty much a cinch that most 
of the 52,000,000 Americans who 
have to file them already have 
done so. 


The withholding tax system- in- 


stituted back m 1943 has put a 
terrific dent in the old American 
custom of waiting until the last 
minute to file a return which had 
to be accompanied by a cash pay- 
ment. 


Nowadays, in about six out ot 


10 cases, it pays to file a return. 
Some 29,000,000 of those who do 
so can look forward to a refund 
because they've been nicked for 
inoie withholding taxes than the 
total amount they owe. 


Not even the internal revenue 


bureau knows, just how many peo- 
ple have "applied for refunds" by 
early returns, but it says refunds 
had gone out to 6,537,649 tax- 
payers for a total of $305,781,267 
— an average of $46.65 each— at 
thai month's start. 


House Committee Knocks Out 
4-Million-Man Army Ceiling 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The house armed services committee to- 


day knocked out of its military manpower bill the 4-milIion-man limit 
on the size of the armed forces. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga.) said the vote was 18 to 15 in support of 


a move he made to strike the ceiling from the committee's bill to widen 
the draft and set up universal military training. 


The action was taken in closed 


session. 


Any limit on the size of the 


armed forces has been opposed by 
President Truman and military 
leaders, but the four-million man 
ceiling was passed by the senate.

ment by Rep. Short of Missouri, 
ranking Republican member, to 
impose a 3.200,000 man ceiling.

The code empowers the state 


fire marshal to delegate inspec- 
tions to local fire authorities, to 
order corrections of defects within 
30 days, and to seek legal penalties 
if correction is not made. Local 
authorities may also, when dele- 
gated, seek correction and penal- 
ties. 


Buildings embraced by the code 


are: Residences, businesses, haz- 
ardous use occupancies, institu- 
tions, theaters, public assembly 
structures, churches, schools, ga- 
rages, hangars and public utilities. 


Special sections deal with per- 


missible scenery and decorations, 
fire alarm systems, exits, stair- 
ways, fire escapes, electrical equip- 
ment, sprinkler systems, stand 
pipes and heating equipment.

Freedom Chain Link 


By now one fact must be abundantly clear to the Krem- 


lin. 
For Russia to attempt aggression against Germany or 


Yugoslavia, it stop targets, means a general war with the 
United States and all t,he West. 


Since it's the conviction of most qualified observers that 


the Soviet Union does not want such a war at this time, 
informed opinion today is that Germany and Yugoslavia for 
the moment are safe from actual military assault. They are, 
of course, wide open as usual to the Communists' standard 
political marauding. 


The West's prime task naturally is to gird itself with suf- 


ficient arms so that Moscow will continue indefinitely to 
shrink from assault upon its major European targets. And, 
too, to supplement this military effort with an intelligent 
political program embracing all the Kremlin's avowed 
enemies. 


Yet doing this will not guarantee that new aggressions 


will not occur in the next year or more. There are weak 
spots in the free world's dikes built against the Red tide. 
One of these is Indo-CMna and another is Iran. 


The naming of Gen. De Tassigny as top French com- 


mander in Indo-China seems to have galvanized anti-Commu- 
nist forces there and raised new hopes that this key south- 
east Asia outpost can be kept out of Red hands. The suc- 
cess of UN forces in pinning down Chinese armies in Korea 
further bolsters this prospect. 


In Iran, however, the outlook is not so cheerful. Signs 


are numerous that both Britain and the United States have 
bungled opportunities there to win a firm friend for the West. 
They actually appear to have worked at cross purposes and 
with some degree of mutual suspicion. 


Britain's Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. has been slow to grant 


concessions to the Iranian government which match those 
given by U. S. oil companies to foreign governments else- 
where, including nearby Saudi Arabia. The result has been 
stalemate and bitterness. 


U. S. officials have dealt ineptly with Iran. At the close 


of World War n, our prestige there was remarkably high. 
But we failed to capitalize on it 
Diplomats promised more 


financial aid than they were sure congress would offer— 
and the Iranians felt let down. We asked them to devise 
a comprehensive development plan, which they did. A con- 
sulting organization of American specialists moved in to help 
carry out the plan, and hopes in Tehran were booming. Many 
months later the technicians withdrew with virtually noth- 
ing done. 


Lack of money and poor cooperation from Iranian busi- 


nessmen were the chief handicaps. But the departure of our 
hopeful mission dealt a heavy psychological blow. Needless 
to say, Russia has capitalized on the west's failures. Iran 
hates Moscow, but before he was assassinated. Premier Raz- 
mara. a choice favorite by this country, had made several 
conciliatory gestures toward Russia. It remains to be seen, 
which side will gain from the confusion following from his 
death. 


Experts don't look for the Kremlin to try military ag- 


gression in Iran. The real fear is that the Tudeh, Iran's 
Communist party, will move into the void left by our inaction 
and Britain's. An internal coup handing the Reds Iran with- 
out a fight could be just as disastrous to us as a move by 
the Russian army. 


There is still time to forestall this outcome. With all 


the Near East's prized oil at stake, reason enough exists for 
America and Britain to get together and devise a positive pro- 
gram for Iran.

At Sea on the 
S. S. Oslofjord, 
N o r w e g i a n - 
American Liner 


To My Family: 


There is so much to say about 


this ship and its activities that I 
scarcely know where to begin. 


First, you would like this boat. 


It is not too large nor too small, a 
worthy sea-going vessel and pretty 
as a picture, near white, and the 
stack is tan with red, white and 
blue stripes. I wish you could see 
it at night, outlined in hundreds 
of green, red and white electric 
lights. A little gem indeed. 


Built in Amsterdam in 1949, its 


gross tonnage is 16,844 and it is 
commanded by Capt. Thorbjorn, 
every inch a captain and worthy of 
the name. Fine, tall and straight, 
he graces his uniform with dignity. 
The ship sailed from Oslo, Nor- 
way, and docked in New York, 
from which port we sailed. The 
ship is 577 feet long and 72 feet 
wide. Its speed is 20 knots an hour 
and it is powered by 20,000 horse- 
power. There are seven passenger 
decks with plenty of room for the 
390 passengers. 


In mid-ocean, coming over from 


Norway, Capt. Thorbjorn said he 
encountered the worst hurricane 
experienced in his 26 years of sea- 
going. 


The crew, of course, was Norwe- 


gian and numbered 353. It re- 
quires many trained people to 
operate the ship, and when the 
cleaning and scrubbing was done, 
I can't say. It was always after 
midnight when we went to our 
staterooms and we were always 
on hand for breakfast. Everything 
everywhere was in perfect order— 
that's good housekeeping. 


We were shown the ship in its 


entirety. A dignified Norse dining 
room head waiter took us on a 
tour of inspection. First we went 
to the depths of the ship, 26 & feet 
below the waterline. It was re- 
freshing to see such a clean and 
well organized kitchen and bakery 
—and such delicious pastry. It was 
lard to resist _ 


The chief cook was Fredrik Gul- 


brandsen, a good old Norwegian 
name for you. There are eight 
cooks and extra helpers, two past- 


ry cooks. Head bakers are Andre 
P. Schaltenbrand and Aaron Om- 
holt with assistants. The butcher 
was Aksel Johansen with helpers. 
There were four pantrymen, three 
bartenders. The head barber was 
Josef K. Askevold; he had two 
assistants. There was a hair dress- 
er, and Sonja Lohnne was a mas- 
seuse and Rolf Guslavensen a mas- 
seur. 


There were 70 odd men waiters 


with 42 listed as reserve to fill 
various positions. Four elevators 
connected with the catering de- 
partment. They carry the food to 
the pantries. Doors from there to 
the dining room are operated by 
magic eyes. Everything from top 
to bottom is the last word. 


The engine room, too, was spot- 


less—oil as fuel speaks for cleanli- 
ness. 


Gudmund Eide la chief engineer 


and nine in number are at his 
command. 
Great 
responsibility 


rests with the engineer. The head 
electrician, Fritz 
Kristoffersen 


has five helpers. Don't you love al 
those good Norwegian 
names? 


Guess that must be my reason for 
giving them. How many women do 
you think it took to tub the linen 
for the boat? Just five. And how 
many stewardesses? There were 
28, not counting extras. We liked 
so much our stewardess, a pretty 
blonde Norwegian. 


There were 12 motormen, tive 


greasers, three carpenters, three 
boatswains, 
five quartermasters. 


Reidar Wiegels was the wireless 
operator. He has three assistants. 


And, of course, there's a printer. 


Each morning at the breakfast 
table there was a printed lettei 
giving briefs from the world at 
large. Thus each person kept in- 
formed of the major affairs at 
Washington, the weather condi- 
tions, and we were always sad to 
read of freezing weather in Illi- 
nois while we were wearing sum- 
mer dresses and basking in the 
sunshine. 


There was a hospital on the ship. 


I failed to find out whether or not 
anyone was ill enough to be in it. 
The doctor did have a splendid 
remedy for seasickness. It gave 
immediate relief. It is called Dra- 
myl AFL You better make a note 
of this—it's effective in case of 
car or air sickness. 


Emergency cases were attended 


to any time. No hospital or doc- 
tor's charge was made for illness 
originating on board ship. 


While cruising there was a tea 


concert every afternon conducted 
by a music director and six splen- 
did musicians. This was a delight- 
ful interlude where one enjoyed 
not only the lovely music, the tea

"Call Me Madam," by Howard Lindsay and Russel Grouse, is a 


cheap, wilted treatment of an ancient burlesque theme. A vulgar 
female parvenu exaggerates the uncouth antics of the standardized 


wives of rich American meat-packers and street- 
car magnates of 40 years ago but comes off tri- 
umphant over a passel of busted European aris- 
tocracy. They are aghast at her raucous vulgarity, 
but, being American, she is a warm-hearted babe 
who. in the end, wins them over with her gener- 
osity and homely goodness. 


This terrible commercial, stretched into a full- 


length musical, is nevertheless a triumph, 
It 


ranks with "Oklahoma!" and "South Pacific," be- 
cause Ethel .Merman picks up the stupid business 
off the dusty floor, boots it, knees it, muscles it 
all over the stage and makes it hilarious by mock- 


ing its tawdry plot and japes. 1 think it must have croaked in re- 
hearsal but for Ethel Merman's incomparable art, which makes com- 
edy out of material worse than nothing. 


Art? Merman? Yes, Merman's art. 
This girl takes charge of 


an audience. She is boss all the time. One day, at one in the after- 
noon, she walked out on a bare stage at the Waldorf in some ran- 
dom ruckus of the banshees and stood about 500 old stags right on 
their heads just singing songs in broad daylight. 
An old-time 


ticket-agency man, who had seen them all from Anna Held and 
Lillian Russell, sat there beaming like a sunburst and, when she 
finally had done, exclaimed that there was the greatest of the lot. 


"Did you see what she did? She shook us up. You can't hold 


back. She takes you right over. She is the champion of them all." 


Last summer, in a tent in the 


suburbs, a rash speculator took a 
long chance on a season of reviv- 
als including "Anything Goes." 
The girl who played Ethel Mer- 
man's old part was prettier than 
Ethel, young, artful and a dancer, 
yet you could have wanted to 
send the poor young woman a 
spray of flowers and fern and a 
note of condolence. She really did 
it very well, but the contrast be- 
tween the original and this earn- 
est, correct young actress doing 
all the right things, according to 
her teachers, was nevertheless de- 
pressing. 


The lyrics of "You're the Top," 


by Cole Porter, were awkward 
figures of speech. 
"You're 
Ma- 


hatma Gandhi. 
You're Napoleon 


Brandy!!" Gandhi certainly was 
not "top" even by poetic license. 
Porter made a rhyme, but he 
would have laid an egg except for 
Merman. A girl had to be good 
to make good for that sort of 
trash.

to better writers. 
Lindsay and 


Grouse were at their best in do- 
ing over old material

With Father" so they should have 
been happy in the old surround- 
ings of the oft-told tale of Anna 
Gould, Consuelo Vanderbilt and 
the poor little American teen- 


ling who became Lady Decies. 
This was formulated stuff when 
Lindsay and Grouse were young. 
In some versions, the grand dame 
was put down in Newport, then 
a garish goal of many ridiculous 
aspirations. 
An old devotee of 


Sid Euson's, the Folly and the 
Trocadero, in low quarters of 
Chicago, 
watching Ethel Mer- 


man bounce within the limita- 
tions of a sorry book. 


Lindsay and Grouse are politi- 


cal partisans, but far be it from 
me to intimate that they ignored 
inviting openings for intelligent, 
political satire for ignoble rea- 
sons. I believe they were as true 
to their art as their feeble origi- 
nality let them. The pity is that 
Mrs. Mesta's legation to Luxem- 
bourg as a serio-comic political 
theme did not occur to some 
writer who was up to it in satire, 
knowledge and imagination.

Fail to Report 
Contagious Ills 


SPRINGFIELD. (AP)_A state 


health officer said today "it's a 
constant battle" to stimulate Illi- 
nois doctors to provide communic- 
able disease reports needed to 
guard against epidemics. 


Dr. Leonard At. Schuman, chief 


of the epidemiology bureau, said 
state laws require that 59 com- 
rgvnicable diseases be reported to 
lo^al or state health departments. 


He told a reporter that doctors 


may fail to report some diseases 
because the list is long, the disease 
benign, the symptoms obscure— 
or because "the mother recognizes 
the disease and doesn't even call 
him." 


Cite Influenza 


•Influenza was cited as an ex- 


ample of a reportable disease diffi- 
c£ff to recognize in mild cases and 
\«nch a patient may never report. 


Communicable disease reports 


have been a basic concept in medi- 
cal philosophy for two centuries, 
Dr. Schuman said. 


Of the 59 diseases which must 


be. reported, a weekly announce- 
ment is made of 22 which are of 
"public interest." These include the 
usual child ailments like measles, 
mumps, chickenpox, smallpox and 
whooping cough. It also runs 
through polio, meningitis, encepha- 
litis, malaria, pneumonia, typhoid 
arid others. 


Dr. Schuman noted that "some 


think it would be better to drop 
benign diseases like measles from 
the list so physicians would have 
less to report." 


Tendency to Add More 


But he said he could recall no 


disease being dropped in recent 
years. Instead, the tendency is to 
a&f1 more. 


"Even leprosy, which is rare in 


Illinois, is still on the list." 


"We Would want to know even 


about a single case of yellow 
fever," he added. "A single case 
could be of great significance to 
a community. If it goes unreport- 
edf it may go unchecked." 


Reporting is important because 


it gives physicians a combined 
picture of all their experiences in 
aripone period concerning any one 
or. group of diseases, Dr. Schuman 
said. 


Reports would indicate, he said, 


whether the current run of dis- 
eases was of the food, water or 
rat borne type and would suggest 
measures to attack the malady at 
its origin. 


Dr. Schuman said local health 


departments can do the most to 
stimulate individuals to report to 
physicians and physicians ' to re- 
port to state.

MANDARIN DUCK—A superb treat that you can enjoy at a

There are plenty of ducks wait- 


ing to help you cut a little on food 
costs. Here's a recipe every duck 
fancier is going: to like. 


Mandarin Duck 


Five to six-pound Long Island 


duckling, dressed weight, 2 table- 
spoons kitchen bouquet, 1 table- 
spoon sugar, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 
teaspoon ginger, 2 tablespoons sal- 
ad oil, 1 clove garlic, minced, 1 
cup water, \3 cup sherry wine, or 
orange juice, 3 tablespoons corn- 
starch, 3 tablespoons cold water. 


Cut duck m serving size pieces, 


cutting out backbone, using a 
sharp knife or poultry shears. Save 
backbone and neck to cook with 
giblets to make soup stock. Place 
serving pieces of duck in bowl and 
sprinkle 
with kitchen bouquet, 


sugar, salt and ginger. Toss light- 
ly with fork to coat all pieces 
evenly. Cover and let stand 15 
minutes. 


Heat salad oil in frying pan or 


chicken fryer over moderate heat. 
Add garlic and let cook a few sec- 
onds. Add pieces of duck, skin side 
down, and brown lightly on all 
sides. Add the water and sherry. 


Cover and bring to boil. Let 


cook over low heat until the duck 
is tender, about 45 minutes. Re- 
move pieces of duck to warm serv- 
ing platter. Pour off fat, reserving 
broth. 


Return broth to frying pan. 


Blend together and add the corn- 
starch and cold water to the broth. 
Cook, stirring constantly, until the 
sauce thickens. Correct seasoning 
if necessary and pour some of the 
sauce over the pieces of duck to 
glaze them. 


Serve with fluffy hot cooked rice 


and garnish with preserved kum- 
quats. Accompany with the re- 
maining sauce. Yield: Four gener- 
ous servings. 


You may want fluffy mashed po- 


tatoes instead of rice. Here's a 
lecipe that puts extra food value 
at low cost into the potatoes and 
adds color with green peppers.

Stuffed baked potatoes take on 


xtra nutrition at little cost if 


you add non-fat dry milk. 


This is milk with fat and water 


removed and contains the impor- 
tant milk nutrients—protein, cal- 


cium, riboflavin and lactose. Your 
grocer has it in one-pound pack- 
ages. 


Shepherd Potatoes 
(Makes 6 wrvings) 


Six medium baking potatoes, 


washed and dried, 6 tablespoons 
melted butter, 1 teaspoon salt, 
about li teaspoon pepper. 4 table- 
spoons non-fat dry milk, 1 table- 
spoon finely chopped onion, 
14 


cup hot water, about Hg cups fine- 
ly chopped leftover cooked meat. 


Rub potatoes with fat. Bake in 


oven (450 Deg. F.) until done, 
about 50 to 60 minutes. Remove 
from oven Out a flicp off the top 
of each potato. Scoop out potatoes, 
saving shells. 


Mash potatoes. Beat in 5 table- 


spoons melted butter, salt and pep- 
per. Gradually beat in non-fat dry 
milk; add onions and then enough 
water to make smooth and fluffy.

the financial community on edge 
this week 


But even if you own no stocks, 


sell no grain, and own no market- 
able government' securities, you 
have a stake in the

Your stake in the jockeying to 


see what will be the new price and 
yield for treasury bonds is this: 
The government securities 
in- 


volved are those in which are 
invested portions of the funds of 
insurance 
companies,

pension funds," and bank deposits. 
It may be your money that is 
being invested. 


Bondholders Involved 


Indiiectly, holders of govern- 


ment savings bonds are involved, 
too. These bonds are not market- 
able and their market value is 
not at stake. But if inflation can 
be halted, the purchasing-power 
value of these "E" bonds will be 
enhanced. Their dollar value re- 
mains the 
same, 
and 
is 
not 


involved in the price drop of other 
government bonds. 


In' recent days the pegs have 


been pulled out from under the 
marketable treasury bonds. They 
have been allowed to fall below 
par for the first time since 1939. 
The avowed purpose of the fed- 
eral reserve board in pulling out 
the pegs is to curb inflation and 
reverse the trend that has been 
trimming buying power from your 
dollar.

Are Guessing 


So traders are doing their own 


guessing. Here is one way some

Investment houses 
figure that to equal the 2% per 
cent yield the new bonds will offer 
other outstanding long-term treas- 
ury issues would have to fall to 
$97 or below. 
That is, if you 


bought one of the old bonds a! 
Jiat figure its interest rate would 
mean a yield of 2% per cent- 


Traders are busily testing ou 


their theories now. The federal 
reserve isn't telling at what poin 
it will support the treasury bonds 
but apparently it no longer con 
siders par value as a sacred limi' 
which cannot be crossed.
